Evidences ef Progress, 

As the roador is aware, very gonora 
disappointment ban been occasioned by 
tbo ceOBns takon tbiB year. It was ex- 
pected thai the result would show tlie 
increase of population during tbe de- 
cade to be not leea than half a million ; 
but instead of that, it only foots np 
395,266 in the four Provincco. After 
making fall allowance for inaccuracies, 
which aro alleged to bo very nnmerou* 
in tbii insUnoe, it mast bo corfoseed 
that tbe tigurea fall coneidorably below 
ponu'af expectation. Tbo Hamilton 
kpec/crtor.atiinfiueuiial Ontono journal, 
takei a more niaderate and philosophical 
viewof tbe eubject Iban eome of its con- 
feres Whib&dmUting that population bus 
not inoreated in tbo ratio of popular ex- 
pcclioo,it claims that tbe increaso shown 
by tbe cenaup,bcing over sixteen per oent 
is very respectable ; but it points out 
that evidences of progress do not always 
presenttbemselvoB throngh tbo medium c 1 
large increases of population, and it takes 
tbo railway system of the country, than 
which a truer index of general prosper- 
ity ooanot bo found. It must bo admitti 
ed that, accepting it as an index of 
progress, the history ot tho railway sys- 
tem of Canada would indicate a ratio of 
progress quiio startling— probably with- 
out a parallel in an) other country. Tho 
year 1836 witt etBed the first crude at- 
tempt ot rill way building in Canada, 
In 1841 there wero about twenty miles 
of railway in tho four Province-*, In 
1847 about sixty miles. In 1850 thero 
Wfcre seventy. From tho latter date 
the progress was steady and 
increasing, until, at tho commence- 
ment of the present year, tho country 
had about three thousand miles of rail- 
way inoporation, with nenriy as much 
in course of construction or projec- 
tion, to say nothing about tbo 
Pacific .Railway. Taking tho United 
States, a country famous for railway 
procress, it '8 found that, from 18-il to 
1870, the rate of increase of its railways 
was under twelve hundred per ctai ; 
wbile.in the eamo period that of Canada 
rose to close upon fourteen bundrud per 
oent. Nor is it alone in her railway 
ijgtem that Canada exhibits unmistake* 
able signs of • ubstuulial progress. She 
has grown to bo tho tourth maritime 
Country in the worid. Her sails whi- 
tsa overyjeea ; and her fl»g everywhere 
commands rnspo'it. Her rovonun b>.s 
iiereaBed twenty fold doling tho last 
thirty ytarf- Domestio prosperity in 
every where observable in the increase 
of induairial development and roanulac- 
tnres, and, not least, in the rap'dly ac- 
cumulating million* pilod up i» her pro. 
yident institutions, It most be admitt- 
ed that Canada has not made that pro- 
gress in population which ronsoiiBblo 
minds hud been led to exnect ; and it is 
hoped thai this result will lead to u 
larger and more energotio movement 
for the attainment of an object so de-ir- 
able. Bui it cuu' Ot be eucceBalnlly 
denied that, iu other reBpeot^, she has 
made satisfactory, in como twines mott 
wonderlo^progr^sa. Population ir,uow- 
evtr. fc sine qua non to tbe creation ol 
sd Empire, aad nothing but a great 
national oQort in that direction will meet 
ike exigencies of too ease.
